_If these days, when anyone 
is at liberty to consult a psy- 
chiatrist, and when anyone whu 
can read) may lightheartedly 
thumb through the pages. of 
freud, Jung or Adler, there is a 
tendency for the gencral public 
to alr its half-baked knowledge 
in the adverse criticism of 
films which attempt to portray 
the workings of a deranged 
mind. In some cases, whether 
criticism be 
half-baked or not, the criticism 
is justified, 

This, however, js- not the case 
with ‘Possessed, Miss Craw- 
ford’s performance as the psycho- 
pathic Louise Howell ts so honest 
and carricg: do much conviction 
us to excite not only horror but 
pity In the minds of the mast 
mildly sensitlve opectators. Her 
gradual development of the part 
Is_mnslerly. 

With the distraction of a con- 
suming devotion recetved with 
opithy by her former lover os 
the seed of destruction, the 
woman's mind 1s seen to sway 
and crumble. First) there are 
slight indications— momentary 
losses of control—totterings only. 
Then appears her complete lack 
of judgement and = reasoning in 
her personal affatrs—convictlons 
of persecution creeping in—the 
fissures of derangement are 
widening. From there = shock 
follows shock as tho atraight 
(but narrow) path of reason is 
wft In Favour of the increasingly 
compelling tangents lending by 
tortuous routes to the abyss, 

Though the bulk of the work 
falls naturally on Miss Craw- 
ford's shoulders she receives no 
iittle support from the other 
principals, 

As the apathetic lover (apathe- 
tice In the case of Loutse only) 
Van Heflin js excellent. As David 
Sutton he is simply a normal 
man who, after o brief infalua- 
tlon, is no longer stirred emotion- 
gily by the tempestuously adoring 
Loulse, Though brought almost 
to a psychopathic condition him- 
self by her tenacity and the 
upredictable meanderings of her 
imagination, he maintains through- 
out the character of a basically 
pleasant person, sincerely regrets

ful of his inability to respond to 
Loulseo’s, over enthualaostic over- 
tures, and of his inability not to 
be repelled by: these. 

There have ‘been few, if any, 
of Raymond Mastcy’s perform- 
ances in the past which have been 
anything but fine and polished. 
His playing of Dean Graham, 
first Louise's omployer, then her 
husband, brings no break in the 
continuity of his success. 

If bouquets are to be handed 
fo the cust justice demands: that 
the Invisible performers ‘should 
recelve their share of the praise. 
Jerry Wald and Curtis Bernhardt, 
producer ond director re pective= 
ly, have given us a smooth-run- 
ning, logically-developing drama, 
its subtictics delicately brushed in 
nnd its highlights pointed with- 
out having senrchiights played on 
them. ‘

“THE MAN FROM DOWN UN- 
DER.” (QUEEN'S) 

STARS: Charica Laughton, Binnic

Not the first of its kind, this 
bumbling’ piece of mediocrity 
proves that a brillant actor can be 
made te look a ham and a foot by 
n poor script and = weak-knem 
direction. Itis to be hoped that the 
producers recelved ndequute re- 
ward: for churning out u morti- 
fying spectacle and selling it to 
the cash customers carefully 
wrapped !{n the gilt-edged reputa- 
ion of Laughton’s name. 

Painful’ to recall, the story 
concerns the activities of an 
Australian braggart, Jocko Wil- 
son (Chiatles Laughton), who be- 
haves as possibly the most obnoxl- 
ous Australian might, Returning 
from the first World’-War, he 
lakes to Austrdlin with thim a 
little Belgian boy and his supposed 
Fister, He turns the bey Into a 
pugilist of almost Superman class 
pnd sends the girl to a school 
for jeunes filles suckled on Ritz- 
Carlton milk, <All this on_ the 
proceeds of an -uninspiring little 
pub. 

For the mot part ‘the script— 
diatogte and action—is pure Boys’ 
Own Paper. Midway through, 
however ft develops the well- 
tried Incestuous-suggestion theme 
In which the boy suddenly dls- 
covers himself int love with the 
Rirl he supposes to be his sister. 


This has been used before with 
sincere and moving cffcct.

As the girl who js not the boy's 
sister after all (surprise, surprise) 
Donn Reed js about the only one 
in the cast .whd acts and speaks 
iike a normal human being.

His wife died in the deepest 
poverty In 1847. Poe himself at- 
tempted suicide in 1848 and had 
an attack of delirium tremens in 
the following year.

his affairs he died wretchedly inf. 


Baltimore on October 7, 1849,
